The employees are reqx}ired
to work according to actual need, in crder to 1nad or unload and transpori goods
in the shortest possible time.

The aver-age wage of the pavigation worker is approximately 3,500 crowne ;?ezl_‘.tm?nth.'
However, the pay varies because of the many hours of overtime worked by individual

sallors.
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There is no workers militia in the Czech Elbe diver Navigation Company. Regula: guards
armed with pistols patrol the ports and warehous=s on a 24-hour basis. The warehouse
along the Elbe and Vltava Rivers are the property of the Navigation Company.

No Soviets are in the navigation service or on tae shaff of the directorate. Abvou: 30%
of the totel number of employses are organized in tne Commnist Party; however, the
number of real Communists iz much smaller and smounts tc appreximately 10% of the setal,
Young sailors are, as a rule, more devoted to the Commupiat Party than the clix cues,
because they are granted special privileges, For erampla, a young boatman with 18 months
navigation scheel and 15 months practical traindag on a hoat reselves the same ralary

as & sallor who has been in the gervice of the Giechuslévax Elbe River Mavigation om-
pany for 20 years, an innovation never known before. I zddition, young sellorv: are
often entrusted with the task of supervising the clder boatimen, & faet which is sometimes
very flatiering to the younger seilors, many of whtm become secret agenls of the Ssate
Secret Policze %STB).. However, the majority of boatmen ¢f the Czeshoslovak Eld: River
Navigation Company do not frust Communlst propeginda, mainly because they hevs Lad the
opportunity to cbserve conditions in other sourt-ies (Jeatern Germany). Tre dame appliss
to members of the Commini:t Party who have hed tae opporfunity to observe the ieal situa-
tﬁn but remain in the Party only because of the edvantages connected with tha memberBOXG
ship. .
